Responding to your many requests for electronic access to FBIS products, we are proceeding with plans to make our 
products available online. From January to April 1996, we will introduce FBIS translations, transcnptions, analysis, observa- 
tions, and other products and services to U.S. Government customers via restricted-access e’ectronic systems, including Intelink 
and InterneVOSIS 


Due to resource limitations, this move to provide online service to our customers will require us to phase out the 
publication of paper reports. The first paper reports to be discontinued are the TRENDS and the WORLDWIDE REPORT 
ARMS CONTROL/PROLIFERATION ISSUES. THE PUBLICATION OF TRENDS WILL CEASE ON 1 FEBRUARY 
1996, AND THE PRODUCTION OF THE ARMS CONTROL/PROLIFERATION ISSUES REPORT WILL END ON 
1 APRIL 1996. The schedule for phasing out publication of the other hardcopy reports is being developed. We will provide 
you the specific dates in future customer notices published in the hardcopy reports. OUR GOAL IS TO CEASE PUBLICA- 
TION OF ALL HARDCOPY FBIS REPORTS BY 31 DECEMBER 1996, EXCEPT FOR S&T PERSPECTIVES, S&T 
CENTRAL EURASIA, S&T CHINA, S&T KOREA, S&T EUROPE, and SAT JAPAN. The S&T reports will continue to 
be published until the graphics they contain can be dissemunated online
